given in favor of the overseer. 
From that judgment the company 
appealed to the full court, but their 
appeal was dismissed, The judg- 
ment of the fall court has finally 
settled the question of the liability 
of the owners of lands in the local 
improvement districts for local im- 
provement taxes; andit is under- 
stood that the Territorial govern- 
ment intend taking immediate ac- 
tion against the other companies 
and individuals whe have refused 
or neglected to pay such taxes.-

DELIBERATE MURDER. 


1T CAUSES EXOLTEMENT AT SAUL 
STE. MARIE. 


A Man Named Scholtz Kills His Annt 
—Coptured after a ies 
Chase. 


Sault Ste, Marie, Aug. 8.—A man 
named Scholtz, aged 40, living on 
Gore street, shot and killed a wo- 
man, said to be his aunt, yesterday 
afternoon. He fired six shots alto- 
gether into the chest and windpipe 
of his victim, who died ,twentys min- 
utes after. He also fired a shot at 
his 12-year-old cousin. The bullet 
went through the left side of the 
body, grazing her ribs. The girl was 
not seriously injured. She was taken 
to the hospital and will recover. 

Scholtz walked away after commit- 
ting the deed, and calling at a sa- 
loon, had drink. He then went 
down to the river and endeavored to 
get a boat to cross over to Michigan 
Soo. In the meantime Policeman 
Campbell started to look for the 
murderer, and Chief Constable Dow- 
ney swore in a number of special 
constables, who were dispatched to 
different parts of the town in search 
of the fugitive. Crown Attorney Ke- 
hoe visited the scene of the murder. 

The prisoner finally went from the 
west end of the town where the deed 
was committed to the extreme east 
end, keeping close to the river shore. 
He met a man named Patterson,who 
had his boat tied up to the shore. 
Hie asked him for the loan of the 
boat to cross the river. Patterson 
had heard of the murder and notified 
the police, and Chief Downey hired a 
livery ‘rig and went down to the 
place, but when he got’ there the 
man had been arrested by Constables 
Pearson and Marshall. The prisoner 
was brought up to Mayor Thomp- 
son's office and was committed to 
jail on the charge of murder. He 
admitted his guilt to the chief con- 
stable.

HE CALLED IT THE WEAPON THAT 
NEVER MISSED FIRE. 


I¢ Was Made of an Old Steel File and 
Was Sharpened to a Razor Edge. 
With It He Killed Sixteen Men—The 
Doel With Norris Wright, 


James Bowie, famous by reason of the 
world renowned knife called by his name, 
was born in Burke county, Ga., in 1790. 
In 1802 his father emigrated to Louisi- 
ana, ‘That country was then still under 
French domination. There had been 
large tracts of land granted by the 
French crown in the territory named for 
Louis XIV, and one of these, in the par- 
ish of Catahoula, was acatired by the 
elder Bowie. He was a man of sub- 
stance, owning nearly 100 slaves. He 


soon had his estate opened out and was 
growing superb crops of cotton and corn. 
His son James he sent first to a famous 
private school at Natchez, Miss., and aft- 
erward to the Jesuit college, then locat- 
ed in New Orleans. 


James Bowie in 1827 was challenged to

was long before the percussion cap had 
been brought into common use, and the 
fiiutlock arm was the only firearm known.

Bowie arrived in Texas, he was at once 
made a colonel of riflemen in the army of 
Texus. 

In January, 1836, Colonel Bowie was 
ordered to San Antonio de Bexar to as 
sist In holding that place against Santa 
Anna’s coming forces, The siege ran 
along until March, when San Antonio, 
trusting in the pledged word of honor of 
Santa Anvas, with a starved out garrison, 
surrendered. A general massacre took 
place, Travis, Crockett and Bowie were 
murdered in cold bloed, a stain on Gen 
eral Sauta Anna's memory that time can 
never blot out. Colonel Bowie was bad 
ly wounded three times and was In a 
room of the main work of the place called 
the Alamo. He opposed the surrender as 
long as was possible,
